v^aoha to the said Rules are hereby published:—

RULE 2 

1. In rule 2, after the definition of “Parliamentary 
Committee”, the following definition shall be inserted, 


namely: — 

‘“Precincts of the House’ means and includes the 
Chamber, the Lobbies, the Galleries and such 
other places as the Speaker may from time to 
time specify.” 

RULE 85A 

2. After rule 85, the following rule shall be inserted,

“Provided that if the member in charge of a Bill is 
unable, for reasons which the Speaker considers 
adequate, to move the next motion in regard to 
his Bill at any subsequent stage after introduc¬ 
tion, he may authorise another member to move 
that particular motion with the approval of the 
Speaker. 

Explanation .—Notwithstanding the provisions con¬ 
tained in the proviso the member who introduc¬ 
ed the Bill shall continue to be the member in 
charge.”
